Almost any one of 
these charges, if proved, would constitute 
good and sufficient reason for removing 
that official, and tlu y are made in the most 
positive and unambiguous manner, and 
therefore the 
more 
urgently 
demand 
prompt investigation. 
They' are of such a 
character that a hearsay denial will not 
constitute an answer to them, 
la fact 
nothing is left, after the publication of 
kucH specific and 
particulariz'd accusa­ 
tions, but to order an official inquiry into 
the administration of the S:a*.e Prison. 
W hether the Hoard of State Prison Di­ 
rectors is competent to uuderiake such an 
investigation Governor Perkins must de­ 
cide. 
But we desire to point cut to him 
that the Board itself is practically in­ 
cluded in the charge?, and that since it is 
openly accused of having bren bribed by 
the Warden to i-hjfc its eyes to his laclm , 
it would probably not be regarded by the 
public as in all respects a fit tribunal to 
pss3 upon the matter» in interest. 
The 
Warden himself we presume will be among 
the first to demand such an investigation, 
for it is i ropos ible that lie c m ignore the 
charges brought against him, or that he 
can hope to clear h imsalí from them w ith­ 
out a full and free inquiry. 
The condition 
of 
the St etc P riija has leen w rit d e l 
enough 
ven when the miserable lav/a 
which coatr.d it were fully carried out, but 
what it mu^t !»e if half the statem ents of 
the M ercury have any foundation in fact, 
only such an open and honest investigation 
can reveal. 


OUR 
JAPANESE 
RELATIONS. 


It Í3 satisfactory to hear that our rela­ 
tion? with Japan are on a thoroughly pleas­ 
ant footing, for there is no Asiatic people 
who deserve to l»e cultivated as the Japan­ 
ese do. 
'I bey are the moat gentle, ami­ 
able, courteous people, perhaps in the 
world. 
Though during the prevalence of 
the feudal system the retainers of the 
Dai in ios were ready to attack foreigners 
at any time, abundant proof has since 
been given that this hatred of strangers 
is not a national trait. 
They have always 
treated our missionaries with great kindness, 
and this of itself mast be regarded as evi­ 
dence of great self restraint and magnanim­ 
ity, since the average missionary considers 
it his prime duty to outrage the people to 
whom ho is accredited, iu their tenderest 
feelings. 
Tne Japanese masses are igno­ 
rant and primitivo iu many regards, but 
they are a very sweet-tempered, domestic, 
and humane people ; they are far advai ced 
in many departments of art ; they are in­ 
dustrious to a m arvel; and they are full 
of progress and energy. 
It would he a 
great pity if Japan ehou! 1 become a mere 
copy of 
Western 
civilization, 
for she 
possesses many virtues which we should be 
the better for, while we possess many 
vices which could only bring harm to her. 
The country is not a rich one, as was sup­ 
posed formerly, but it has a great future 
before it, ar.d if wc do not undertake to 
do 
too 
much 
mercantile 
cheating 
in 
•developing our commercial relations with 
it, we certainly ought to have the 
of 
Kugland or any other country a9 a supply 
depot for the Mikado’s people.

THE 
STATE 
PRISON—“ WHO 
ENTEES 
HERE LEAVES HOPE BEHIND.” 


Last Monday, in Department No. 11 cf 
the Superior Court of San Francisco, Judge 
Free!on sentenced two young men, who had 
been convicted of housebreaking and rob­ 
bery, to imprisonment for life in the State 
Pri.-:on. 
The remarks of the Judge on 
sentencing one of these men, named lliley, 
ought to be read and pondered by every 
man and w oman in California who believes 
that civilization imposes duties upcn the 
community. 
W e therefore reproduce the 
Judge’s language, as follows : 
If this p Loner or anyone else thinks it is au 
easy thing for a Judge to pass a severe sent nee, or 
if he thinks that a Judge has not a bun an heart, 
Ik; iá very much mi tuk n. To sentence these \ oung 
men, who perhaps from the very fault * f our eivili- 
zitiun and judicial system ere what they are, is a 
very disagreeable task. 
It is less disagrtcat !c when 
i he career of the prisoner has been such as t«> make 
it seem as if there were no substantial hope th at he 
either would or could reform. 
In this cage the 
prisoner is a young niau of a great deal more than 
rdi ury intelligence, of a vast amount of activity, 
of what m ust be called courage, no m atter to what 
purpose it be applied. 
He himself states, and it is 
undoubtedly true, th at a sentence of twenty <»r 
tw enty live je-.trs in the State Prison would be 
equivalent to a sentence for life. 
I think for him to 
come out of the State Prison at the eud of twenty- 
five years, with n > chance of earning an honest live­ 
lihood, an old, brokeu-down man, ob iged to recom­ 
mence the same caritr which fir^t led him to 
the prison, would fcc worse for him than to re 
main in confinement during his natural life. 
1 do not think such a term , rather than a iife- 
-cnteuoc, w uld he hum anity to the prisoner, 
uml I do not think it v.ould be justice to th e com­ 
m unity to senter.ee him to ten « r fifteen years, per­ 
mitting him to come out in the prim e of manhood 
and strength, educated to a still greater degree in 
vc* and crim e,made at* juain'ed with all the latent 
• evicc3 of crime by the new convicts constantly en­ 
tering. And I d> think th at the im m eiikte per­ 
sonal sJe ty of society, the proper • vindication «f 
law, the fact th at even man in the community has 
a right to feel, when he goes 1 » bed ft*, night, that 
he will not be molested by burglars or robber*, re­ 
quire th at 8ucii young m en as are prone to commit 
these net» i f lawlessness be made to have a whole- 
tom e fair of the re-u'.t* of their crimes, ar.d I feel 
m at nothing less than sentences dreadful in their 
nature—sentences which this young trail himself 
says he thinks are as -cvete as hanging—will suffice 
to deter our growing criminal element from a repe­ 
tition cf like dim es. 
I think, as an exampfe and 
a sa warning, it is the duty «.i this Court to inflict 
upon this prisoner the highest penalty the law al 
! ws. 
The judgm ent of the law and tne sentence of 
this Court is th a t you he imprisoned in the Mate 
Prison f«»r the term of jo u r natural life. 
Tliia is the first time within our experi­ 
ence that a California Judge has boldly 
recognized and as boldly acted upon the 
fact that the State Prison is iu no sense a 
reformatory institution, but is on the con­ 
trary a school of vice, and that the inevi­ 
table result of sending young men to it for 
a term of years is to confirm them in all 
their most evil habits, and to add new 
vices to their characters. 
And to thoEC 
who arc shocked at the idea of so severe a 
sentence for the crime of robbery we say 
that the severity of the sentence is a log­ 
ical consequence of t'ne character of the 
place in which it is to be served, and that 
believing what Judge Preelon believes of 
the State Prison he is justified in the con­ 
clusion he has reached. 
lie tells the pris­ 
oner that there is no hope for any one who 
goes to San Quentin ; that a term of ten 
or fifteen years m that prison would only 
result in his cotniug out “ in the prime of 
“ manhood and strength, educated to a 
“ still greater degree in vice and crime, 
“ made acquainted with all the latest de- 
“ vices of crime by the new convicts con- 
“ stautly entering.” And the most horrible 
thought in connection with this statement 
is, that it is true. 
Over such an institution the tremendous 
inscription which was found by Dante on 
the portals of H ell, might well be placed 
— “ Who enters here leaves Hope behind.” 
For what is there in the most harrowing 
accounts of those European prisons and 
lazarettos w hicli John Howard described 
in the last century, which argues a lower 
state of civilization, a greater callousness 
of popular sentiment, a more brutal indif­ 
ference to duty and humanity, than is em­ 
bodied in the indictment preferred in this 
sentence against the penal institutions of 
California? 
W e are here told, in the 
plainest language, that our State Prison 
is such a den of corruption, such a sink 
of iniquity, that Society can only protect 
itself against the natural results of its 
opr ration by making 
the 
sentence of 
criminals coextensive with th iir lives. 
We are told that the young man who lias 
committed an offense rendering him liable 
to a long term sentence in that prison bad 
better, both for his own sake and Society’s, 
s;>end the rest of his days within its walls, 
than be 
presently liberated 
with 
no 
otic r prospect before him than a return to 
crime and to punishment. 
In the Sandwich Inlands there is a dread­ 
ful place called the Colony of Molokai. 
It 
is the abode of the lepers. 
The stricken 
creatures are conducted to its limits, and 
thero they look their last upon all they 
hold dear on earth. 
Dace past these incx 
orablc boundaries there is no return for 
them, but they are doomed to linger out 
the sad remnant of their lives among 
equally 
unfortunate and afflicted com­ 
panions. 
The State Prison of California 
can only be compared to the melancholy 
Colony of Molokai, according to Judge 
Frccloa. 
The young man who enters its 
portals bids adieu to all hope of reforma­ 
tion. Thenceforward he is doomed. W hat­ 
ever of life remains to him must be passed 
in 
the dismal companionship of those 
moral lepers with whom his rad lot is cast, 
and no matter how the law may pretend to 
lim it the duration of his punishment, in 
effect it is always fur life. 
Can anything 
be more fearful than such a condition of 
things? 
Can any reproaches be too bitter 
for the community which allows such a 
condition of things to exist? 
And unhap­ 
pily, the indictment is true. 
The State 
Prison is what Ju !ge Kreclon declares it to 
be, and it is 110 illogical or even inhumane 
proceeding to sentence those who must go 
there, to life imprisonment. 
The accursed spoils system has deprived 
the State of reform, and has entailed upon 
her burning reproach, in this connection. 
The voice of Humanity, the warnings of 
science, the teachings of experience, were 
all smothered and silenced at the first 
clamor of partisan greed and brutal selfish- 
ne’s, and the old vile, depraved and de­ 
praving system was re-established, to the 
disgust and humiliation of every right- 
minded observer, and to the disgrace of 
the whole people. 
And now the logical 
results of this base prostitution of higo ic- 
sponsibilities are appearing, and a consci­ 
entious Judge linda himself impelled to 
make a sentence of imprisonment lifelong 
because he knows that in sending men to 
San Quentin he is inevitably dooming 
them to hopelessly criminal careers, and 
because he knows that they will, if they 
are liberated, return upon society tenfold 
children of Hell. 
How long will the people of California 
submit to this reproach ? 
How long w ill 
they allow it to be said of them that they 
sanction a mode of penal administration 
such as savages would blush to he charged 
with? 
II iw long will they permit their 
political rascals to step in and convert the 
prisons into a machinery fur plunder, into 
the means of { roviding fat sinecures for 
henchmen, 
into 
rewards 
for 
outrages 
upon the suffrage? 
As the case now-stands 
every man who graduates in the State 
i’rieon in vice and depravity, is a State- 
proiuoad criminal. 
It is from the taxes 
of the peo; le that burglars and forgers and 
murderers are prepared. 
M illions of hard- 
earned dollars are being worse than wasted 
in fostering and perpetuating our criminal 
classes iu this way. 
And still the shame­ 
less politicians insist upon graspiug and 


holding our penal institutions, and in con­ 
tinuing through them the brutalizing work 
of the preceding twenty years. I.et us hope 
that Judge Freelon’s sentence of lliley may 
arouse some public reflection ; that it may 
stir the sluggish conscience of the com­ 
munity ; and that, even at the eleventh 
hour, 
the people of California may be 
made to understand that they cannot with 
impunity condemn even bad men to such 
a hell upon earth as the State Prison has 
hitherto beeD , and that they had better 
return to the code of Draco, aud hang for 
petty larceny, than thus fores every law­ 
breaker to become au irreclaimable scoun­ 
drel, 
and 
thus 
bar the 
door 
against 
reform 
to 
all 
who 
have once fallen. 
Better anarchy than such aa administra­ 
tion of law. 
Better no prison at all tiiau 
a prison which makes iustead of redeeming 
criminals. 


QUEER DSTECriVcS. 


They have a somewhat remarkable firm 
of private detectives in San Francisco. 
The firm ¡3 charged with having enticed a 
man into their office and there beaten and 
abused him, because he had circulated the 
report that they were blackmailers. 
Two 
members of the firm, being put on the v. it- 
nes3 stand, admitted that they had been 
convicted, one of forgery and the other of 
burglary, and that they had respectively 
served sentences in the House of Correc­ 
tion. 
Evidently these men believed in the 
old proverb, “ Set a thief to catch a thief, 
but it is not likely that the recent revela­ 
tions of their past careers w ill serve as 
recommendation?, save to those employers 
who want very dirty work done. 
The 
private detective business is one which has 
quite frequently been adopted as a cover 
for criminal enterprises, and there is reason 
to believe that a large proportion of the 
work done through it lias usually becu of a 
character which would not bear close in­ 
spection. 
. 


VALLEJO AS A SANITARIUM. 


The National Board of Health reports 
that of 
sixty-eight cities which made 
weekly reports to it last year, Vallejo 
proved to be the healthiest, and Norfolk, 
Virginia, the unhealthiest. 
According to 
this statement the average duration of life 
iu Vallejo is So years, and in Norfolk 27 
years. 
A s a matter of course these figures 
are not capable of beiDg used as the basis 
for generalization, since but a small portion 
of the country has been tested, and over a 
very narrow period. 
Nevertheless Vallejo 
is entitled to hold her head up ou the 
strength of the report of the National 
Board of Health, and we may even go so 
f»r as to hope that it will induce consider­ 
able additions to her population. 
A place 
where it is made to appear, however 
vaguely, that there is a prospect of living 
83 years, certainly ought to possess pecu­ 
liar advantages as a sanitarium.

The Assessor’s books of Santa Birbara 
show that there are §100,000 lets moitgagos 
this year than last. 
It is reported that within the next jear 
the California Southern Railroad will have 
3,000 men at work.

That place realizes 
about §02 500 per year from that s ¡urce. 
The fruit crop around Oleta Í3 \ery good, 
such as apples, pears, pcachea, plums, and 
all kinds ot vine fruits. 
There will be an 
abundant yield of grapes from present in ­ 
dications. 
The Good Templars’ Lodge of Murphys 
gave an entertainment ou the 12:h iu^t., 
which passed off very succes¿fully. 
The 
exercises were well conducted and very en­ 
tertaining. 
Work on the branch canal to Plymouth 
from Sutter creek is progressing favorably. 
There arc about fifty men employed dig­ 
ging ditch. 
The irou for the pipe has not 
arrived yet, but it is expected shortly. 
Santa Cruz is going to have one of the 
largest cclebrati us south of San Francisco. 
One thousand soldiers will come down from 
San Francisco. 
Barbecue aud a grand dis­ 
play of fireworks is the order of tne day. 
The Calaveras P ro yxcl ii the title of a 
new weekly paper jsst ksued at San An­ 
dreas by C. W. Getchell & L. Salcide. 
It makes a very pleising appearance, and 
starts out with creditable journalistic vigor. 
The citizens of Jackson, Amador county, 
are going to celebrate tbo coming Fourth 
of July in a manner surpassing anything 
that has yet been done in that place in the 
way of celebrations, 
which is saying a 
great deal. 
Crops between Russian river and Point 
Arena are looking well, grass is good, aud 
the dairies are doing well along the coast. 
Cattle aud sheep are in good rouditiou, and 
the cattle raisers arc jubilant over their 
future prospects. 
Quite a large tract of timber land on 
Rock Fine creek, Mendocino county, has 
been taken this 
season by enterprising 
partic?. who are building roads and devtT- 
ooing this section, from which will event­ 
ually be taken large quantifies of tanbark 
aud redwood. 
The Lo3 Angeles L s p r e i* publishes au 
interesting experiment, showing accurately 
the work that bees are doing.

E d s . R ecord-U n io s : A n interesting ar­ 
ticle on electricity appeared in your issue of 
the 11th in-t., headed “ The TV onders i uitire 
Generations M ay W itness,” which, judging 
at the present time, may be termed somewhat 
visionary, nevertheless within reach of possi­ 
bility. 
The day, however, may be som ewhat 
distant yet when old England will draw its 
m o-ive power from the falling waters of a 
Niagara. 
Y et if the electric railway will 
prove itself a success in every reeps c‘, or 
transmit power from a distant point, the day 
should and ought not to be very distant when 
energetic and far-seeing capitalists w ill take 
advantage of a gigantic m otive power not 
many miles distant from Sacramento, which 
at present is left to follow its own law, or the 
law of gravitation, without takirg advantage 
of the created force in its downward course. 
Entertaining a desire to exam ine the sand 
of the American river, also the soil in close 
proximity, the wr iter visited recently the lo­ 
cality between Folsom anil the State Prison, 
and v. hiie thus engaged was struck w ith the 
m ighty i rower running to waste. If dynamo- 
electric machines, worked 
by turbine or 
other 
suitable water - wheels 
adapted 
to 
the 
locality, were 
placed 
iu 
suitable 
buildings, as 
on 
the 
rivers 
M ain 
and 
Rhine, on floats or flit-bottom ed vessels 
moored or anchored securely in the stream, a 
power could be created to produce all the 
m otive power California requires at the pres­ 
ent writing, besides furnishing electric light 
for city and village. 
A cable, say ‘.lie aizs of 
a largo man's arm, would transmit sufficient 
electricity to produce a great m otive power 
in a city so near as Sacramento. 
It could 
pump and repump our water from and into 
the river, produce work for manufacturing 
purposes, and elsctrlo-deposifcion in m etal0, 
besides giving electric light in plenty. 
I t 
would be particularly beneficial iu the latter, 
where no machines (here) are necessary as iu 
the production of motive power, and after 
the lirst outlay the expenses would probably 
be very small, if proper precaution were 
taken in the insalati in of the cable, which 
(the cable) would have to be imbedde.1 in the 
ground, surrounded with a non-conducting 
material. 
In fact, the plan adopted in lay­ 
ing telegraphic wires underground at present 
in Europe would,, with additional precaution 
and a'teration?, answer the purpose very well. 
The main object of Mr. Siem ens, of Berlin, 
in pushing his electric railway, was, as the 
undersigned 
understood, to show to the 
world how distant and out cf the way water- 
puwers could have their force conveyed where 
it is most useful. B y steam-power it has been 
demonstrated, aud were Folsom ’s gigantic 
water-conrso as close to Berlin as it is to 
Sacramento, the world would soon leam how 
the waste power cou ll he profi-al ly utilized ; 
at any rat?, the water power of Folsom 
ought to have advar; ed a little over 23 per 
cent, if Siem ens’ railway scheme proves itself 
a success in every respect. 
It m ight w ell be asked why men spend 
their time, 
m oney and brain energy in 
K eely motors and perpetual motion schemes, 
when we have the swift-running streams, 
waterfalls and the tides to harness up yet, 
the great heating-power of the sun to concen­ 
trate aud the force of the wind to gather. 
Even if the coal-iields give out, there Í3 no 
lack of force for men to bridle, excepting that 
long-promised power by which a man can 
lift himself over the fence or peiform similar 
miraculous acts. 
W hen man w ill have at­ 
tained that power it will be afrer the so-called 
millennium.

crew were captured by the Y akitah Indians. 
Maloney and a friend were killed, and Holly­ 
wood and his Indian wife were then taken to 
C-hilcat as slaves. The Chilcats took them to 
Honoat, and th at tribe took them from the 
Chilcats and brought them to Sitka. 
Captain Glass arrested Nicholas Dern and 
H . Impoff for firing two shots into S. Meig’s 
house. 
They will be kept in confinement 
until an opinion is rendered by the Attorney- 
General. 
Taylor is also In confinement for 
threatening to kill a man at H am sburg. 
Captain Glass, in conjunction with the 
Presbyterian Board of Missions, has con­ 
verted the old Government Hospital iuto a 
Mission Home for the Indians.

Among the passengers who arrived on the 
California are J«-e June, the original discov­ 
erer. J . Treadwell, a prominent expert from 
California, and W. M urray, who has very 
rich specimens and ore samples. 
Supervising 
Insiiector C. C. Bernia and his two daughters 
arc aboard, having made the round trip to 
Sitka. 
The California sailed at S A. M. for 
Han J nan Islaud. thence to Victoria. 
M ost of the miners at Harrisburg seem to 
have unlim ited faith in the richness of the 
new gold ledges, and town lots are increasing 
in value < very week, and are being rapidly 
cleared. 
The whisky and beer saloons are 
doing a flourishing business.
